OVER SIX HUNDRED 
DiE IN HELL GATE. 


‘Passengers of Steamer General Slocum 
| Perish by Fire or Water. 


Two-thirds of the German Lutheran Eæcursionists on 
Board Were Women and Children—F lames Start from 
a Cigarette or an Upset Grease Pot—Maddened 
Victims Dashed to Awful Deaths. _ :

NEW. YORK, June 15.— [Exclusive Dis- 
patch. ]. At 2 a. m., the casualties by the burn- 
ing of the excursion steamer General Slocum 
are as follows: Identified dead 103; uniden- 
tified dead 395; missing 400; injured 300. 
N** YORK, June 15.— [Exclusive Dispatch.] It is known at 
10 o’clock tonight that over five hundred excursionists were 


¥ either drowned or burned to death while surrounded by the 
swirling waters of Hell Gate, between 9 and 10 o’clock this morn- 


ing. Sidewheel steamship General Slocum, one of the largest of her 


class in New York harbor, loaded with 1600 excursionists, mostly 
from St. Mark’s German Lutheran Church on Sixth street, and 
two-thirds of them women and little children, caught fire when 
entering Hell Gate, East River, just opposite One Hundred end 
Thirty-eighth street. 


When the flames broke wet most of the children had been 
summoned to the ice-cream tables, below decks. The fire is sup- 
posed to have started from a cigarette, carelessly thrown in some 
inflammable waste below decks in the forward part of the boat. 
The flames spread with marvelous rapidity. Great sheets of fire 
swept the boat in a few moments from stem to stern. Passengers 
faced the dreadful alternative of death by fire, or being drawn 
under by the awful suction of Hell Gate. While one hundred and

DASHED INTO THE FIRE. 
In the midst of the

furnace below. Then all others became wild with panic. Women, 
insane with fear, * n in their arms, leaped into the sea to 
perish. 


Scores of tugboats and rowboats on East River hurried to the 
scene of horror, picking up hundreds from the water, some dead, 
others half burned, but alive, and still others unscathed. In 
some instances whole families were wiped out. In many cases 
the only one who escaped was the head of the family who was at 
work in the shop, or elsewhere on shore, while the wife and lit- 
tle ones were off for what was expected to be a pleasant outing 
away from the crowded lower East Side, where most of the vic- 
tims lived. 


At 10 o’clock tonight 400 bodies had been recovered. It is 
known that many more are still in the hull of the burned vessel, 
which was run ashore on North Brother Isiand. Over a score 
have become raving maniacs as the result of the fearful expe- 
rience. The survivors declare the life preservers were rotten 
and unavailable. The captain, pilot and engineers stuck heroi- 
cally to their posts until the vessel was beached. 

Mr. Barnaby, president of the Knickerbocker Steamship Com- 
pany, owner of the Slocum, says the fire started in a bunch of 
beach grass which the excursionists got ashore. 


ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 
(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.} 

NEW YORK, June 15. The three-decked steamer General 
Slocum of the Knickerbocker Steamboat Company burned to the 
water's edge off North Brothers Island, East River, on the way to 
Long Island Sound, today, resulting in the death through burning 
or drowning of at least six hundred persons, mostly women and 
children. Four hundred and ninety-eight bodies have been re- 
covered today, and divers were at work taking bodies from the 
hold of the steamer. The remains of many persons who leaped 
into the river, have not yet been found, and it will be many hours 
before the list of dead is anywhere near complete. 0 

The General Slocum, one of the largest excursion steamers in 
these waters, left Third street, East River, at 9:30 o’clock this 
morning, having on board the Sunday School excursion of St. 
Mark’s German Lutheran Church, located on Sixth street. Her 
destination was Locust Grove, one of the many resorts on Long 
Island Sound. 

The excursion was in charge of Rev. George C. Hass, pastor 
of the church. The vessel was commanded by Capt. W. A. Van 
Schaik, one of the best-known excursion-boat captains in New 
York Harbor. He has commanded the Slocum for about the 
entire time since she was built, in 1891. The number of excur- 
sionists on board today is variously estimated at from fifteen-hun- 
dred to two thousand, but according to an official statement issued 
by the Knickerbocker Steamboat Company, owners of 
the Slocum, the number of passengers was 878, that 
being one-third of the vessel's licensed capacity. The 
steamer, after leaving her dock this morning, proceed 
ed up East River, all three of her decks being crowded 
with merrymakers. Bands played, and the side-wheeler was

POT OF GREASE UPSET. 

The blaze was caused by the over- 
turning of a pot of grease. The wind 
fanned the insignificant flame into 
fury. The blaze spread like lightning. 
Capt. Van Schaick, in the pilot-house, 
had been informed of the outbreak 
of the fire, and being aware of the 
danger, decided to send his vessel to 
shore at One Hundred and Forty- 
fourth streets. At this point there are 
a number of lumber yards and sev- 
eral huge oil tanks, and the captain 
was warned that to attempt to land 
at this point would endanger the 
property and perhaps further imperil 
the scores of people who had already 
been frightened into ‘a state of al- 


Changing the big steamer’s course 
slightly, he headed her for North 
Brother's Island, half a mile away. 
By this time, the flames were rushing 
by leaps and bounds from the forward 
part of the ship aft. The great open 
decks, built for excursionists, offered 
a clear sweep for the fire. As the 
Slocum dashed forward, the flames 
caught the stanchion and cabin wood- 
work, eating and tearing their way 
across the vessel. 

The excursionists, but a few min- 
utes before in full enjoyment of a 
summer's day on Long Island Sound, 
were driven to the latter part of the 
steamer to escape the flames an. 
smoke that were constantly increas- 
ing. Policemen and deck hands 
aboard the boat struggled hard to 
quiet the passengers in vain. The 
wild disorder increased as _ frantic 
mothers sought to find their children, 
who dad been at play about the 
decks. The steamer’s whistle was 
blowing for assistance, and tugs and 
other near-by craft answered the call. 
Before any of the boats could reach 
those who were seen struggling in the 
frantic women and children began to 
jump overboard. The current was 
strong, and there are many whirl- 
pools in the channel. The boats that 
always abound in that vicinity picked 
many passengers from the water, but 
these were. only a small number of 
those who weer seen struggling in the 
swift current. 

On the Slocum, the first sweep of 


hurricane deck, chere a greatmany of 
the women and children were crowded 
together, and soon burned away the 
light wood of the uprights, which 
came down with a crash on those be- 
low. It is thought that most of those 
on the hurricane deck were burned. 

As the fire increased, the struggle 
to gain a point of vantage at the 


After this, 
there was a steady stream of persons 
who jumped, or were thrown into the 
water. 

In the wake of the Slocum, as she 
hurried up stream, was a line of little 
black specks, showing the heads of 
those who had t to escape the 
roaring furnace of the ship by throw- 
ing themselves overboard. | 

Few of those saved by the small 
boats had on life preservers. At no 
time during the progress of the 
fire was an opportunity to 
either lower. the life-boats or 
to get the lite preservers on: 
from underneath the seats. This per- 
haps gives an idea with what rapiuity 
the flames swept the decks. That 
any escaped seems wonderful. 

Through all the wild panic, through 
all that inferno, with fire and smoke 
surrounding them, the officers and 
men of the doomed boat remained at 
their posts, but they were powerless 
to avert the catastrophe. 


ADDED HORRORS. 
The Slocum got within fifty feet of 
the northwest point of North Brother 


It was just before she 
beached that her hurricane deck, the 
supports of which had burned away, 
fell with its load of women and chil- 
dren, adding to the panic and horror 
of those on the deck below. Very 
soon after parts of the second and 
third decks also caved in. Just be- 
fore this happened, the tug Walter 
Tracey had come alongside the burn- 
ing steamer, and had been lashed to 
it. Many of the passengers were 
taken off by the crew of the Tracey, 
which remained alongside the steamer 
until the tug’s pilot house took fire. 

The point where the Slocum 
beached was just off the scarlet-fever 
ward on North Brother Island. The 
patients who had been out on the 
porches and lawns: watching the ap- 
proach of the burning steamer were 
ordered indoors, and the physicians 
on the island hastened to the assist- 
ance of those who were being brought 
ashore through the shallow water. 
Many of those who leaped from the 
steamer were carried away by the 
current, even after she was beached, 
and were drowned. 

The scene on North Brother Island 
as described by the rescuers was a 
pitiful one. Body after body was 
washed ashore or brought in by boats, 
and added to the long row on the 
beach. Fifty-three persons died there 
while the doctors were attending 
them. | 
As the bodies of the living and the 
dead were taken out of the water, 
those alive were taken to the hospitals 
on the island or sent across the river 
to hospitals in Manhattan. Here 
umbulances from almost all the hos- 
pitals in Greater New York and every 
sort of conveyance which could be 
found was put into service.

HELD FOR MURDER AND RIOT.

CRIPPLE CREEK, June 15.—Since 
the deportation last night of thirty- 
six union miners, there remain in the 
City and County jails and the military 
guardhouses in this city and Victor, 


whom no charges have yet been filed. 
Many of these men, it is said will be 
charged with murder, rioting and in- 
citing to riot, and some are held as 
wit nesges. 

District Court is now in session, with

“We are not deporting any criminals 
nor vet any who might make food wit- 
nesses. The only difference between 
those deported and those remaining is 
in their expressed sympathies. These 
who are on the wrong side of the Fed- 
eration question have to go. Other- 
wise, they are just as good men as 
many others who are permitted to re- 
main in their homes.” 

A secret invespigation, preliminary 
to the preparation of a case against 
the prisoners, held in connection with 
the Independence depot disaster, was 
conducted by Dist.-Atty. Henry Trow- 
bridge and Deputy Dist.-Atty. Samuel 
D. Crump today. Several witnesses 
were examined.

FOR LIGHTING. 

NEW BIDS WANTED. 

In ite report to the Council, next 
Monday, the Supply Committee wil! 
recommend that the City Clerk be in- 
structed to advertise at once for pro- 
posals for lighting the city. 

Although the present contract does 
not expire until next January, it was 
feemed advisable to call for bids at 
this time to give bidders time-to equip 
« plant in case they should be given 
the contract. 

Representation was made at the 
meeting that there is a large firm in 

Francisco anxious to submit a bid 
the city lighting if the contract 


be made to run for five years instead of 
one year as at present. 
There was considerable discussion at 


the time one contract was let last year 


as to the time it was to run. It was 
finally decided to make the time one 
year inasmuch as it was assured that 
there would be but one bidder, the 
Los Angeles Lighting Company which 
has held the contract for many years, 
there being no other concern in the 
city equipped to furnish the light. At 
that time it was suggested that at the 
expiration of the contract now in 
force, other companies might decide 
to enter the lists. 

Now that competitive bidding seems 
assured and as it would not pay any 
firm to put in a plant for a single year, 
it has been decided to award the con- 
tract for a period of five years, the 
Council however reserving the right 
to accept the bid for one or all of the 
years, and also to reject all bids if 
it so desires. In this way it was 
pointed out the Council would secure 
competitive bid without tying itself 
up to any proposition which would 
prove obnoxious or unsatisfactory. 

The cost of lighting the city is at 
the best a very large item in the city’s 
expense account, $100,000 being spent 
annually for this service. oreover 
the number of lights demanded is in- 
creasing all of the time. 

Last month the city had 1229 lights 
which cost after deducting all outages, 
(amounting to $116.) $8190. 

The contract price at the nt 
time is $6.75 a month for each light. 
Conservative estimates of the number 
of lights that will be required to prop- 
erly light the city for the coming year 
place the number at 1400. : 

In order to obtain the number of 
lamps tHe contract price must be cut 
down as the funds that are available 
for lighting purposes will be insuffi- 
cient to vide for so many addi- 
tional lights at the present price. 

The Supply Committee is determined 
to make every possible effort to se- 
cure the lighting of the city at a lower 
rate. 


Fireworks. 

Foster . Wright, secretary of the 
Fourth of July Committee, received 
two bids yesterday for furnishing fire- 
works for the celebration of Independ- 
ence Day. 

It is now thought this feature of 
the programme can be carried out suc- 
cessfully, as less difficulty is encoun- 
tered in raising funds for the cele- 
bration this year than usual, owing 
to the fact that there was no Fiesta. 

The committee is having some dif- 
culty in securing enough flags to make 
the desired showing as the big supply 
of the Chamber of Commerce, which is 
generally used for this purpose, has 
been taken to St. Louis to be used in 
connection with the State exhibit 
there. A special appeal will be made 
to merchants and residents to display 
the national colors at their places of 
business and their homes.

JIMTOWN FOLK INTERESTED IN 
REAL ESTATE CASE.

Underlying the Suit Romantic De- 
tails Were Sizzling and Only 
Awaiting the Lifting of the Lid, 
but to the Disappointment of the 
Gossips it Was Not Lifted.

stand. It is only a few years ago 
that Jim Harvey was being ex- 
amined in Justice Young's court for 
having wronged a young Mexican 
damsel named Francisca Ybarra, and 
the girl who is now the widow of Har- 
vey cut a very striking figure in the 
examination. She was the rival of 
the Ybarra girl and her testimony 
would have proved important, but not 
exactly favorable to Harvey. The lat-

EW YORK HARBOR HORROR. 

Not since the burning of the 
Iroquois Theater in Chicago, some 
six months ago, have the sympathies 
of the nation been stirred by so pro- 
found a catastrophe as that of the 
burning of the big excursion steamer, 
General Slocum, in New York harbor 
yesterday morning. Like the Chicago 
calamity, this one claimed women and 


its victims. Also, as in the Iroquois 
disaster, while fire was the original 
cause of the loss of life, comparatively 
few persons were burned to death. In 
the Iroquois disaster, most of those 
who lost their lives, numbering some 
six hundred and more, were suffocated 
in the terrible crush of panic-stricken 
humanity, or were trampled to death 
under the feet of the surging mass 
seeking escape from the terrible 
death-trap. In the New York calam- 


ing, although it is believed that a 
number of persons were burned to 
death, and that their remains will be 
found in the vessel’s hold, when the 
debris shall have been removed. 


Truly, “in the midst of life we are 
in death.” It is difficult to conceive 
@ calamity more heartrending than 
that which has brought sorrow un- 
speakable to so many homes in New 


pleasure bent, composed mostly of 
women and children, numbering abo'r 
ene thousand persons, suddenly and 
without warning was confronted by 
the menace of death in one of i's 
most terrible forms. The wild panic 
that followed the breaking out of the 
fire cannot easily be Imagined nor 
described. Such scenes can be ap- 
preciated only by those who have 
gone through them and have ur- 
vived. Driven back by the swiftly-_ 
advancing flames, hundreds were 
forced to choose between the fearful 
alternative of probable death by fire 
or that of probable death by water, 
and chose the latter. Of the hun- 
dreds who jumped overboard to es- 
cape the fire, many were drowned. 
In some cases strong swimmers 
Jumped overboard with several chil- 
dren clinging to them, only to be 
berne down to death by the frantic 
struggles of the terrified little ones. 
Others were able to swim ashore, and 
others were picked up by the boats 
which were quickly sent to the res- 
cue. The exact number of lives lost 
will not -be known for several days. 
Conservative estimates place it at not 
far from five hundred. 


The origin of the fire has not been 
determined with certainty It is to be 
presumed that no reasonable effort 
will de omitted to fix the responsi- 
bility for the disaster. or to establish 
the fact, if such be the case, that it 
was an unavoidable accident for 


it some new light may be thrown 
upon the causes which led to the dis- 
aster. If it shall be found that it was 
the result of negiect or carelessness or 
non-compliance with the law's re- 
quirements, no punishment will be too 
severe for those found guilty, if the 
responsibility can be fixed. 


The citizens of Cripple Creek have 
given notice that although Teller 
county is large, there is no room there 
for the Western Federation of Miners 
and the Trades - Assembly.

EPUBLICAN PROSPECTS GOOD. 
The Boston Transcript, in a re- 
cent issue, published an exceptionally 
comprehensive review of the political 


situation with reference to the com- 


ing Presidential election. The con- 
clusions reached are of especial in- 
terest because of the fact that they 
are Obviously based upon a careful 
and intelligent study of conditions: as 
they exist in different sections of the 
country. 

The correspondent assumes that the 
nominee of the St. Louis convention 
will be “either Alton B. Parker of 
New York or some other man repre- 
senting the same school of party be- 
lief,” inasmuch as “the attempt to 
storm the White House by an alli- 
ance of South and West under a rad- 
ical banner has twice failed and 
will not soon be renewed.” He ex- 
presses the view that “if the ballots 
were to fall tomorrow between Par- 
ker and Roosevelt, the country would 
probably be surprised by the recov- 
ery of Democratic strength east of 
the Alleghenies, and by the failure of 
the Democrats to shake the Republi- 
can majorities west of thet mountain 
barrier, particularly in the Mississippi 
Valley.” 

The increment of Democratic 
strength in the East, in this corre- 
spondent’s opinion, is due to the evi- 
dent recession in the tide of industry, 
which affects railroad and factory 
populations before it affects the 
farmer. ,It seems probable that the 
Democrats will carry Marylan?, 
where the negro has been practically 
disfranchised, and that the Republi- 
can majority In West Virginia will be 
materially reduced. New York State 
is a problematical factor. The fact 
that the Republican strength in that 
State is much greater in Presidential 
years than in “off yeara” is an ele- 
ment in favor of Roosevelt. On the 
assumption that Judge Parker or 
some other conservative Democrat 
will be nominated at the St. Louis 
convention, and that he will receive 
united Democratic support, the 
Tranccript’s correspondent places 
New York in the doubtful column. He 
fails to take into accourt the possi- 
bility—not to say  probability—that 
there will be a split in the Demo- 
cratic convention, and that the radicals 
will place a ticket of their own in 
the field. In such an eventuality New 
York would become safely Republi- 
can, if it is not so now, for the Dem- 
ocratic forces would be hopelessly di- 
vided. New Jersey is likely to go as 
does New York. None of tne New 
England States are regarded as in 
doubt, though Republican majorities 
may be decretsed in Massachusetts 
and Rhode Island. 

In the Western States the Repnb- 
licans are likely to hold their own. 
The factional fights in Illinois and 
Wisconsin will not affect national is- 
guos. Nevada, and possibly Mon- 
tana and Idaho, may go Democratic. 
The three Pacific Coast States are 
safely Republican. The South will 
be more solidly Democratic than ever, 
no matter what the platform may be, 
and quite irrespective of the candi- 
late. Summing the matter up, the 
Transcript’s corresponlent says: 

“To win a Presidential contest the 
Republicans must have almost a solid 
North against an absolutely solid 
South. This year, according to all ap- 
pearances, they will have .that nearly 


solid North, but they may lose New 


York and New Jersey and still carry 
the country. Unless there is seme 
weakening in the West of which 
there is now no evidence, the Repub- 
lican citadel is secure. It will not 


‘be overthrown until the large urban 


population of New York and Chicago 
throw their States into the Demo- 
cratie column, and these, with the 
South and the miscellanebus support 
which an opposition party always 
gathers, would carry the. country. 
That is the combination of the fu- 
ture which the Republicans have 
most to fear. But today there are no 
signs that it can be effected for the 
pending campaign. It will be ‘Four 


years more of Roosevelt.“ 


HE CASE CLEARLY STATED. 

The Cripple Creek Citizens’ Com- 
mittee, composed of forty of the lead- 
ing business men, is to be com- 
mended for the concise, dispassionate 
yet adequate statement of its posi- 
tion and of the causes which led up 
to the distressing scenes that have 
occurred in Colorado’s great gold 


camp since the Western Federation: 


of Miners began its attempt to un- 
ionize” the district. 

Without unnecessary preamble the 
committee goes right to the heart of 
the matter, setting forth that not- 
withstanding the facts that wages in 
Cripple Creek have been for years the 
highest in Colorado and that hours 
have been satisfactory to the work- 
ing men, walking delegates have in- 
cited strikes, boycotts and discon- 
tent, followed by murderous violence. 


The committee’s statement further 


shows that during the past ten 


months, when no local pretext for 
trouble could be found and when 
there was peace between employer 
and employé in the Cripple Creek 
district, quarrels in remote parts of 
the State have been unwarrantably 


in Cripple Creek and locking the 
wheels of industry” there. 

The committee’s statement is a re- 
iteration of what The Times has here- 
tofore pointed out—that the Western 
Federation of Miners has been the 


‘fundamental cause of all the labor 


troubles, rioting, bloodshed and in- 
dustrial turmoil which have injured 
Colorado 80 deeply 

It is interesting to note also, the 
position taken by the citizens in the 
light of the facts above set forth. 
Calmly and quietly, but with a firm- 
ness that leaves no doubt of their 
intention to carry out their plans, the 
outraged citizens of Cripple Creek an- 
nounce that “in the future, neither 
walking delegates, agitators nor labor 
unions will be allowed to say who | 
may or may not labor in Teller 
county; who may or may not do 
busines here.” They further say that 
the existence in Teller county of the 
Western Federation of Miners and its 
ally, the Trades Assembly, “will no 
longer be tolerated,”’ and that the peo- 
ple of the county are determined to 
hereafter have peace and law and 
order. 

To enforce its ultimatum and to 
purify the district, the Citizens’ Com- 
mittee, representing the great body of. 
Cripple Creek district people, will in- 
sist that local unions of the various 
crafts shall not hereafter be allied 
with the Trades Assembly, and that 
that organization must be forthwith 
disbanded “and no similar boycotting 
agency established.” Unions already 
organized will not be interfered with, 
provided they keep out of the Trades 
Assembly and kindred organizations, 
and also the Western Federation 
of Miners, the American Federa- 
tion of Labor and the State Federation 
of Labor and allied bodies. 

In other words, no union which is 
even remotely associated with the 
main bodies of unionism which have 
been responsible for the outrages in 
Colorado will be permitted to exist in 
Cripple Creek district. | 

Thus the people of Teller county 
reach the heart of the maiter and 
adopt the only measures which can 
be effective. To show the Western 
Federation of Miners and its allied 
trouble makers the slightest consid- 
eration, to allow them any foothold 
whatever, would only be to invite a 
recurrence of the whole trouble. 
Events in the past have amply proved 
the truth of this statement.

county. It is not to be supposed that 
the Western Federation of Miners 
will forever cease its attempts to 
“unionize” Cripple Creek. When this 
present trouble has “blown over,“ 
when quiet and law and order have 
been restored, when prosperity and 
industrial activity have diverted the 
minds of the law-abiding people of 
that district, the federation will un- 
doubtedly begin to slyly renew its 
campaign.
